Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-
tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE.

This Act may be cited as the “Social Security Fair-
ness Act of 20017,

SEC. 4. EFFECTIVE DATE.

The amendments made by this Act shall apply with
respect to monthly insurance benefits payable under title
IT of the Social Security Act for months after December
2001. Notwithstanding section 215(f) of the Social Secu-
rity Act, the Commissioner of Social Security shall adjust
primary insurance amounts to the extent necessary to take

into account the amendments made by this Act.
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
